Slayer of Mrs. Can, -i Not 
Hang June First. 


Several weeks have been shaken by 
the San Francisco earthquake into the 
miserable life of Morris Buck, con- 
demned murderer of Mra. C. A. Can- 
field. The period of legal holidays 
following that disaster has served to 
act as a respite for him. He will not 
be hanged on June 1, the date set for 
his execution. He probably will be re- 
turned to Los Angeles some day next 
month to bo resentenced. 

A notice of appeal has been filed in 
his case, acting, of course, as a stay 
of execution, but the legal holidays 
have set back the work of the courts 
and it is likely that the case of Ruck 
will not reach the Appellate Court un- 
til after the date set for his execution.

The writer of this article was wit- 
ness to just such a scene one day last 
week. A traveler seated by his side in 
the chair car passed out his nickel, and 
received in exchange from a woman's 
band two miserable oranges, one 
puffed and misshapen, the other with 
a hard cicatrix an inch long. A sack- 
ful of such unmarketable fruit can be 
purchased at any packing-house for 10 
cents. Yet on this railway platform 
these culls were being retailed at the 
rute ot 30 cents per dozen! The pur- 
chaser, a newcomer to California, eyed 
his bargain first ruefully, then scorn- 
fully. His caustic criticism on Cali- 
fornia Washington navels need not be 
repeated. It was little use to explain 
that the samples he had got were 
really little better than worthless 
windfalis. To the first feeling of dis- 
illusionment there succeeded a sense 
of personal wrong. To have been 
cheated is a worse grievance than 
merely to be disappointed. 

But such a wrong is far from being 
& mere personal matter. It is an in- 
jury not only to the individual, but to 
all the orange growers, whose product 
is libeled, and to the people of the 
State generally, whose methods of 
business are subjected to suspicion. 
First impressions are notoriously the 
impressions that cling to men's minds, 
and therefore these petty acts of fraud 
perpetyated on strangers entering the 
gates should not be tolerated. The 
remedy really lies with the orange 
growers; they should not allow the 
packing-houses to sell rubbishy fruit 
to people who make such an unscru- 
pulous use of it. 

The Island of Ceylon has of late 
found itself confronted by an identical 
evil. The 
community there has for years volun- 
tarily assessed itself, and has spent 
large sums of money abroad in ad- 
vertising the virtues of Ceylon's fra- 
grant product. But native peddlers 
plying on boats in Colombo harbor, 
one of the busiest ports of call in the 
Orient, were found to be hawking to 
steamer passengers vely got-up 
pound and half-pound packages la- 
beled “samples of choice Ceylon tea,” 
but really containing only the filthy 
sweepings of the packing-houses and 
warehouses. Considerable injury had 
been inflicted to the tea trade before 
the fraud was detected, and the strong 
arm of the law intervened to punish 
the swindlers. 

The evil in California as regards the
